Wilt Hurt Business. 


The more the free coinage of silver at 


16 to 1 is advocated and the greater the 
claims that it will win as a principle in 
the coining presidential election the 
worse it will be for everybody, because 
it will stand as a menace to confident 
and easy business conditions. It is in- 
finitely worse than the Democratic 
threat to rip up protection, upon which 
the prosperity of the country had been 
assured for thirty years. As soon as it 
became known that the free-trade De- 
mocracj had carried the country, calam- 
ity began. Those who had their money 
invested in manufacturing industries 
began to trim their sails at once. They 
did not wait until the Democratic tariff 
was passed. They knew that those who 
had threatened to assault American in- 
dustries were in power, and it was 
enough to frighten them. The result 
was the demand for labor ceased, millions 
of workingmen became idle and there 
was general calamity all along the line 
before the congress elected in 1892 as 
sembled. 


The country in 1894 showed at the 


polls that they propose to undo tho mis- 
take of 1832 and business at once began 
to improve, but no sooner was this no- 
ticeable than the campaigners of the 
Democratic party, hoping to save the 
offices, raised the cry of f roe silver at the 
ratio of 1C to 1, and if this is kept up it 
will, even before the election, bring a 
recurrence of what the country passed 
through in 1893 and 1884. Already it 
has caused capital to hesitate and hun- 
dreds of time contracts are being made 
requiring payment in gold. A case has 
been brought to our notice involving an 
agreement for the sale of 1200 acres of 
land, which fell through because a gold 
contract for deferred payments was de- 
manded. Even workingmen in many 
parts of the country in their agreement 
on wages are exacting that wages shall 
be paid in gold or its equivalent. When 
such conditions are demanded it must 
be apparent that the very motive which 
demands such a contract must operate 
to make those upon whom such de- 
mands are made, fearful about entering 
into such an obligation.

\V. Tracy will be here Tuesday." 


Senator Thurston, of Nebraska, will 


probably be the chairman of the free- 
for-all meeting Thursday. That is the 
meeting when any delegate may pre- 
Bent any subject he pleases for discus- 
sion. It will be the occasion when 
the silver and gold men meet in bat- 
tle array. An indication that the west 
will not be solid for free silver was 
given by Frank W. Bicknell, of Des 
Moiues, who arrived Monday, lie is 
the representative of the Iowa State 
Register and the Iowa membar of the 
National League executive committee:

William, son of Crown Princa Fred- 
erick William, and when his aspirations 
and tastes were in strange contrast 
with his purse. The young monarch at

to make his court the most brilliant in 
the world and to transform Berlin dur- 
ing his reign into the most beautiful of 
all capital cities. As for his court he 
has already carried out his aims, for 
that has really become what Napoleon 
III.'s court at the Tuilerios was during 
the heyday of that ruler's glory and 
power. As, to Berlin—that still lies in 
the future, for at present Paris, despite 
the absence of a splendor-loving im- 
perial court, is still accorded, by gen- 
eral consent, the place of the most beau- 
tiful and gayest metropolis of the uni- 
verse. Emperor William U. has neither 
the absolute power and the enormous 
sums at his disposal, nor'has he a Baron 
Haussmann, the all-powerful prefect of 
the Seine, to tear down narrow, crooked 
street after street and erect straight, 
broad boulevards and avenues in their 
stead. The task of making Berlin as 
beautiful and attractive as Paris is a 
task, however, which animates the 
Berlin municipal council as much as 
the imperial breast, and year after 
year, without much noise, that body of 
men brings the ideal nearer to realiza- 
tion. The emperor on his part does as 
much as his means allow—and even 
sometimes more than that—in embel- 
lishing the castles, chateaux and es- 
tates belonging to the imperial house- 
hold. Just now it is the historic old 
castle at Berlin, that immense, age- 
begrimed pile in the most ancient part 
of the town, which the emperor is grad- 
ually changing into something as 
bright, handsome and alluring as taste 
and money can make it. 
The chief transformation wrought 


In it so far is that of the White hall. 
On January 18, 1871, as William I. was 
proclaimed German emperor in the 
Hall of Mirrors at Versailles, that su- 
perb scene of Louis XIV.'s triumphs, he 
remarked to Ms son, the tall crown 
prince. "A pity we don't have every- 
thing as beautiful as that in the Ber- 
liner Schloss!" Well, the White hall 
to-day is as fine in its way as the Hall 
of Mirrors in Versailles v/as. 


But it has taken the labors of many 


famed architects, and of a whole string 
of the best German sculptors and paint- 
ers as well as over 4,000,000 marks, to 
make the White hall what it is to-day, 
although in some of its minor details it 
is not yet finished. It was dedicated 
to its new use a few months ago, on 
the occasion of the opening of the 
Prussian diet, when the emperor read 


over the porUla leading into the chapeL 
The niches running1 around the long 
Bides show statues of the eight Prus- 
sian kings and o* the great elector, 
each of these executed by one soulptor , 
ol renown, among them Schaper, Cal- ] 
andrelll and Hundrieser, while the 
massive and symbolical decorations are 
by Prof. Otto Lessing and Westphal. 
Outside, in the two large niches towards 
the wide staircase, relief portraits on 
horseback of Frederick the Great and 
of the great elector are to be seen. As 
to the color effects produced these are 
of white and gold, with the single ex- 
ception of the bright hues of the 
Hohenrollern crests upon the ceiling 
and of the base of the pillars. The 
throne, of course, is red and gold—no 
other furniture of any kind in this 
mighty hall. The total impression thus 
produced is that of Imposing, chaste 
simplicity. It U of interest to note that 
in this as in the carrying out of all de- 
tails the ideas of the emperor have pre- 
vailed. He, in fact, was the architcct- 
iu-chief to whom the score of artists 
and sculptors had to submit, and alii 
through last year, while the work of 
transforming the old hall into the pres- 
ent one was progressing, it was ho who 
advised the sculptors and decorators. 


The old White hall, the work of 


Stueler In 1844, was likewise very fine, 
being more ornate and dazzling by its 
splendid color effects, but its dimen- 
gions were of a more modest kind and 
no longer suited to the increased dig- 
nity of occasions when the new im- 
perialism of Germany wanted to show 
itself in all its impressive splendor. 
The approaches to it and the flight of 
stairs, too, leading up to the old White 
hall had become insufficient in the 
course of time, so as to occasion exces- 
sive crowding on days like that of the 
coronation and of the order festival 
In its present shape there is ample 
room for several thousand at a time in 
the hall itself, and on the wide gal- 
leries running around it another 2,000 
or 3,000 may find room. 


The present emperor is still young, 


but his plans of embellishment arc ex- 
tensive enough to be spread over a 
period of thirty or forty years. He in- 
tends to renovate the whole immense 
"Schloss," to do which would swallow 
up $20,000,000 or *:IO,000,000, and he 
means to carry out his ideas in his cas- 
tles and palaces in Potsdam as well, 
where his ambition is to erect some 
day, when the state of his treasury 
will permit it, an edilice of truly regal 
proportions and luxury, something like

his throne speech in it. A brief de- 
scription of this magnificent hall, cer- 
tainly one of the finest on the globe, 
may be of interest. 
It has a length of 81H meters (or 


about 105 feet) and a width of 55 feet. 
The ceiling has the shape of a flattened 
bee-hive, so as to avoid all corners 
and sharp angles. The small sides are 
divided into three parts by pillars and' 
portals, while the long sides form six, 
open arches. The style throughout is 
that of the later renaissance. Opon^ 
the ceiling the four quadrangular 
spaces in the central row present, exe- 
cuted in vivid colors and with gilt, the 
four Hohcnzollern crests, that of the 
burggraves (the earliest stage of the, 
dynasty), of the electors, of the kings,. 
and of the emperors, with the eagles 
of white, scarlet and black plumage,. 
respectively, thus bringing out the Ger-; 
man tricolor prominently.

lower spaces, bending towards thei 
walls, allegorical bas-reliefs In white,, 
showing war and peace in their benefl-! 
cial and destructive tendencies, arej 
grouped very effectively.

Confederate J»o»t»ge St»mp». 


Persons who have kept any of the old 


letters they received in the south dur- 
ing the war might do well to look them 
over. The confederate government au- 
thorized the issue and use of local post- 
age stamps, and nearly every city m 
the south at one time had its own 
stamp. Many thousands of these were 
used, but so rare are they now that 
they bring very high prices 
There is 


among collectors a keen demand for 
them, and an idea of what they will 
bring may be gathered from the report 
of a sale which occurred recently at 
the rooms of the Philatelic society, 
New York. Local confederate stamps 
sold as follows: Athens, Ga., *40; four 
varieties of the Baton Rouge (La.) 5- 
cent, (41, (77 and ISO respectively; Ma- 
con Ga., two varieties, for 103.50 and 
(171; Lenoir, N. C., (82, and Mobile 3- 
cant, black, (41.60. As time goes on 
these curiosities will probably in- 
crease in value.
